OLUSION OF GERMANS. 

At n meeting of the Federal Council 
of the F.M.8. at Kuala Lumpur, on 
November 28th, the Hon. Mr. Kenion_pro- 
posed: - " That the Rulers and Unofficial 
Members of this Council resolve that no 
German be permitted to enter, reside or 
thude within the Federated Malay States 
for a period af years and thereafter under 
licence " 

Mr. Konion said he felt that the resolu 
tion represen the feelings of the whole 
corununity of the Federated Malay States. 
The resolution should be forwarded to the 
Home Government with as strong repre- 
sentutiens as possible, It was not neces- 
sary for him to reiterate in full the con 
duct of the Germans, and none of thom 
either wanted to associate with them in 
trade or to have anything to do with any- 
thing of German origin. (Hear, hear.) 

The Hon. Mr. Kindersley seconded the 
resolution, and said that most Chambers 
of Commerce and many other bodies had 
prssed similar resolutions. He was sure 
it represented the feelings of the entire 
egmmunit of the F.M.8. 

H.W. the Sultan of Perak and H.H. 
the Bultan of Selangor expressed them- 
selves in entire agreement with the resolu- 
tion. 

H.H. the Yung di per Tuan Besar, of 
Negri Sembilan, also spoke in support 
of the resolution, und said that the entry 
of any German into the F.M.5. should be 
forbidden. If they were permitted to 
come i the country no doubt they would 
behave themselves in the same sort of 
way as during the war; they would incite 
other people to action. 

H.H. the Sultan of Pahang supported 
the resolution, as also did Mr. Eu Tong 
Sen, who said that after what the Ger- 
mans had done they should not be consid- 
ered fit persons to onter the country at 
all. (Hear, hear.)

BANKING OPPORTUNITIES 
IN CHINA. 


AN AMERICAN VIEW, 


In the course of an interesting article 
which appeared lately in the New York 
Mayaziue of Wall Street Mr. Orin De 
Motte Walker, late manager of the Inter- 
national Banking Corporation in Peking, 
said : 

The kind of an American bunk which 
is wanted in the Far Kast and in China 
in particular is woe which engages in 
cummercial buerness; which believes in 
direct business; which wants Chinese 
business and will cultivate the Chinese; 
which will make silver and exchange 
speculation secundary to legitimaty trade 
transactions und will be prepared to 
finance American trade; which will give 
American business fair credit reports and 
not discriminate against it; which will 
compete with the other banks, and make 
loans upon the same terms and collateral ; 
whieh ig courteous and obliging Lo clients; 
which will do business upon » business 
basis; which ig American in spirit an 
above all American in personne’ and in 
policy. An American bank operated 
upon thig plan will have no competition 
in China. In considering direct, Chinese 
business the moral hazard must not -bo 
overlooked, but there is probably no 
country in the world where the moral 
risk is lower. It is a custom of the corn- 
try that on Chinese New Year every 
obligation and debt must be pajd, and no 
Chinese firm or individual will apare any 
effort, even to calling upon the members 
of his clan to raise the neceusary funds 
tu liquidate his indebtedness. 

It is strange but true that none of the 
foreign banks in China have ever 
serrously undertaken to cultivate the 
the Chincse or their business. There are 
not many American bankers who can 
speak Chinctg fluently enough to attempt 
it, and there is no doubt that in develop- 
ing banking among them a knowledge of 
the language would be a tremendous 
asset, fur it would enablo, the American 
manager to get in personal and direct 
touch with Chinese customers and secure 
their confidence and co-optration, two 
most essential! clements in developing 
business in China. To this fact more 
than any Uther the writer attributes his 
‘success in securing Chinese business. In 
addition,to the service which gn American 
commercial bank could rendor to Ameri? 
can and Chinese trade, thera is the whole 
field of Chinese industrial development. 
This ficld has not been touched by banks 
in: China. It is true that thoro aro dif. 
ficulties in entering this ficld, but thoy 
are not insurmountable. Our trenty 
with Ching prevents the holding of real 
éstate by forcigners, which shuts out the 
taking of mortgages as aceurity. Thero 
are’ several ways around thig difficulty 
which will enablo a bank to entor this 
field with absolute sceurity ond com- 
mensurate. profit. The Japanese and 
French have circumvented the impasse, 
the one by eccuring o special charter for 
a banking corporation from the Chinoge 
Government and the other by a apecial 
grant or privilege. : 


Pal LIPPINE SHIPBUILDING. 


\An effort is being made by the Philip- 
ne Government to stimulate the bufld- 
ing of ships in the islands, particularly 
such ships as are adapted to inter-island 
trade, This effort is mecting with o 
promising response in many parts of the 
country. Vessels to the size of 250 tons 
suitable for domestic commerce ore being 
turned out in at least seven different sco- 
tions of tho Philippines (writes a Manila 
Correspondent of Commerce Heports, 
Washington). 
* Shipbuilding is not altogether new to 
the islands. During the t century the 
industry has been carried on to some ex- 
tent. Not only have capacious lorchas, 
tasocs, barangays, and other peculiarly 
Philippine ty pee of vessels employed in 
toastwise and river transportation been 
constructed, but larger sailing craft enp- 
able of inter-island voyages and large 
ough to venture to ‘the cosst of Asia 
ave been built. 

In the Province. of Albay, galleons 
cupablo of coeanit voyages were construct- 
ed in Spanish days. It ia well-known 
that tho-vintas used by the Moros of tho 
Bulu Archipotago were largo enough to 
carry on a trade with the Dutch Enat 
‘Indics and to make voyages -as far as 
Manila. These oraft were sturdy and 
good sailors, revealing considerable con- 
structive skill in their builders. The 
Moros have not-Icet their cunning in this 
reapect nnd are still relied upon to rendor 
yaluablo service in tho growing industry.

A DEAL IN METAL. 


At the Supreme Court, yosterday, the 


Chief Justice (Sir William Rees Davies, 
K.-C.) -heard the preliminary discussion 
on a civil action, the bearing of which had 
been definitely fixed for yeaterday, 
du this, the plaintiffs, Tong Sang & 
Co., of Japan, claim $10,637.85 from 
the Tin Wan Cheung firm. In their 
statement of claim they submitted that 
the defendants gold, and they (the plain- 
tiffs) buught Ww sell in Japan, about 30 
tong of metal, The defendantg warrant- 
«ed and agreed in writing that the metal 
wax of the standard quality from the 
Tung Chuan spelter mine, and undertook 
to reduce the price in proportion to its 
quality should the metal be below the 
Standard, or not genuine. The plaintiffs 
paid $16,000 to the defendants on account 
of the metal on ur about May isth and 
aGth, 1916. The plaintiffs then shipped 
the metal to Japan and sold it at a profit 
vf 5.50 per picul, being the market price 
ta Japan, and, on or about 7th Juno, 
1916, iearnt that the metal wag ontirely 
different from tho Tung Chun metal sup- 
plicd by defendants on a previoug octa- 
sion and that the buyers in Japan refused 
delivery. Tho plpintifia thoreupon re- 
Ported this to tho defendants, who re- 
qqucuted them to enquire of Messrs. 
Ataka & Co., in Japan, tho percentages 
of lead, iron and zinc in the said metal, 
and what the reduced price should bn, 
Anquiry from Japan elicited the report 
that the quantities wero irregular and 
that the metal was under analysis. Sub- 
sequently the plaintiffa learnt that the 
motal was of very inforior quality and 
contained a: percentage of iron greatly 
an excess of, and a percentage of lead 
grontly below, the standard qual 
Ubat Messrs, Ataka & Co. werg preparing 
to re-ahip it to Hongkong. Whon this was 
communicated to tho defendants they 
raked the plaintiffs to arrange for tho 
rule of the metal at auch a prico ag could 
obtained. The plaintiffs did so, and 
auffered damage to the oxtent of $11,550. 
They offered to give credit to the defend- 
ants in tho sum of $1,019.15, the balance 
of the original purchaso price, aad claim: 
ed_ $10,037.65 and costa. ye 
In their stalament. of defench, the de- 
feridanta ocdinit. that they sold to the 
Plaintiffs 30-tons of Tung Chun white 
ond, and aay that it waa of alandard 
quality.
